If 
proper food has been given, at regular 
lut.-rvals, in sufficient quantity, profit is 
the natural result, while haphazard man- 
agement resnlrs disastrously. In the 
feedim? aud management of i>oult*y 
there is more lax discipline than with 
any other kind of sbx'k. There is far 
too much corn, in different forms, fed to 
breeding lHiultry, and to layers to se- 
cure the best results, forcorn has a great 
tendency to produce fat, which is not 
desirable where plenty of eggs are 01- 
I «Hdori,' the fat forming so thickly on aud 
axoiiud the ovaries and other organs as 
to effectually prevent the fowls from lay- 
ing. In cold weather, warmth and heat 
axe necessary, aud feeding com moder- 
ately to the laying hens is not so ob- 
j. tioiiahle as it is during the warm 
summer months, while over fat fowls arc 
more liable to disease and ailments than 
those only in good condition. For the 
laying fowls uo bettor food can be given 
for a principal diet than good, sound, 
wholewheat, though it must not be given 
iu the same quantities as com. Screen- 
ings are not all objectionable, provided 
tbey an* fiot musty or spoiled, though 
the prion at w hich they are usually sold 
makes them more expensive tlian good 
>> heat, for the simple reason that scarcely 
one-half the screenings is wheat or will 
be consumed by the poultry, the greater 
p:urt being cle at, ovkle, weed seeds, 
etc. For the fattening of poultry com 
is the very best and cheapest food which 
cau lw given to accomplish it. To se- 
cure the greatest profit from the poultry 
it is economy iu the end to keep tho 
birds growing rapidly from tho start, 
and a couple of weeks before th 
be marketed have them penned 
fed principally on soft food, 
scalded com meal, well boiled mush, 
oat meal mush (if the meal can be gotten 
cheaply), etc., feeding twice a day at 
first, and toward the last three times, 
only what they will eat up with an appe 
tite, and confining the birds in a ' 
cued room, giving them light only 
feeding time.

When on an official visit 
States in 1863, I spent a day or two at 
Mr Stuart Browne's place on the New

abse. ee in Europe, in consequence of hit 
ploy, d ti- asm. able practices. Burr was 
then tin old man, but still retained much 
of his former confidence and manner, es- 
pecially with ladies. To the astonish- 
ment of those who Knew him, on discov- 
ering that Mrs. Hamilton was on board 
the stcamlioat, he approached her, took 
off m* hat, and Imwing. said: "Mrs. 
Hamilton, I believe? My name is Burr." 
The effect upon the lady, now well 
stricken in years, was electric. Rising 
from her scat, she gathered up her dress, 
as if to touch Burr with it would lie con- 
tamination, drew herself up, and looking 
at hini from head to foot, swept away 
w ith a dignity and grace worthy of her 
l>e»t days, and left him standing abashed, 
if he wure capable of feeling so, , before 
the spectators. Burr replaced his hat 
upon his head, and slowly moved back 
to tho scat he had left purposely to make 
this experiment upon the feelings 
of the widow of ,the man ho had 
slain, for one can not suppose that he 
had any intention to apologize or explain, 
since this was impossible.

The houses are 
ojK-n to insjieotion, and one cau easily 
gather from them a good idea of the 
manner of life among the people who 
were buried into eternity with such 
frightful celerity eighteen hundred y. ars 
ago. 

Theae is n large museum just within 
the main gnte of Pompeii, iu which are 
stored vast numbers of articles recovered 
from the uncovered houses. These are 
bottles, vases, plates. cups, lamps 
money-boxes, jars, aoox-locka, bolts, 
bells, eggs, nuts, pieces of bread, di ted 
fruit, glasses, towels, candlesticks, ladles, 
scales, needles, baskets, funnels, etc. But, 
among all thesw familiar things, I was 
most impressed with an iron safe -an ac- 
tual iron safe — identical in pattern with 
those knobbed articles that only a few 
years ago were considered the DCsl safes 
in the world for banking-houses and 
counting- moms. And yet dozens of per- 
sons have within fifty years taken out 
patents for newly invented safes- 

I saw ali»o a lot of lish-luxiks of the 
identical pattern now- so eagerly prized 
by anglers— the veritable Limerick hook. 
Is the world progressing ? And then 
there are. prostrate figures of men and 
women— one of the latter evidently on 
the point of becoming a mother — skele- 
tons of horses, cat s, dogs, nnd rats. And 
t In re are many skulls — one of them still 
retaining some of its hair. All these 
dreadfnl trophies sun toned from the jaws 
of death serve to illustrate the terrors of 
the dreadful night when lire and brim- 
stone rained ujion the devoted cities and 
wrapped them in tho darkness of death 
and desolation. 

If I may judge from paintiugs and 
sculptures on the walls of many rooms, 
and from translations of numerous in- 
scriptions on door-j>ost», the people of 
Pompeii were not strictly virtuous in 
every respect, for there is every where 
evidence that they had reached a re- 
markably high or low degree of licen- 
tiousness, as well as of luxury. Almost 
every house had its fountain, its hot and 
cold bath, its spacious yard or garden, 
its statuary and pictures, and excellent 
culinary arrangements. But now it is a 
silent city. Its houses arc tenantless, 
and its streets are trodden only by the 
feet of curious t^rists. All is desola- 
tion — still beautiful and wondrotisly at- 
tractive, but dead, very dead. Despite 
its paintings and its statues, nnd its glo- 
rious sunshine, it was to nio but a 
pathetic suggestion of woe and despair. 
I would not care to live in a dead city, 
and if I did, I could find one nearer 
home.

Sold. But the aspect quickly changes; 
-pots come rushing in all directions aud 
isumiug all forms. Theyappear singly 
rad in pairs, and again in groups and 
rows. Immense groups break up into 
small ones, and small ones unite to form 
great chasms, into which half a dozen 
worlds might be dropped aud there 
would still be room for more. Some- 
times the spots are visible to the naked 
aye, and nt time a good opera-glass or a 
spy-glass will make them easily percepti- 
ble. Hundreds of observers all over the 
world watch the sun's face every dear 
day. and keep a record of the number of 
spots, their size and the direction in 
which they move, for as the sun turns on 
his axis they turn with him, some of 
them remaiuing for months withont 
much change, some taking on new forms 
and some disappearing entirely.- Vijiy 
little is known of this mysterous sun or 
the spots that are visible'morc than miles 
away. 

Once in about eleven years the sun 
takes on his snnspot phase. No one 
knows the cause. Some believe it is 
the fall of great masses oi meteoric mat- 
ter, and some that is the 'result of in- 
tern al commotion and the rush upward 
of gaseous explosions, in comparison 
with which our fiercest volcanic erup- 
tions aro but the flicker of a name. Be- 
sides the sunspots agitation, the gaseous 
outbursts are marked and vivid. Tin- 
ton gues of name or rosy protuberances 
are darting forth in all directions and 
bearing their testimony to the solar com- 
motion. Mr. Trouvelot, of Cambridge, 
who makes daily observation of the sun's 
chromosphere, gives a graphic descrip- 
tion of a remarkable solar protuberance 
that ho witnessed. When first seen it 
was largo and complicated, extending up- 
ward from the sun about a hundred 
thousand miles. Three or four hours 
after, it had developed into huge propor- 
tions, extending far out into space, and 
vanishing gradually to regions where it 
coidd not be perceived. .As nearlv as it 
could be measured, it reached a height 
of over a quarter of the sun's diameter, 
orfubout two htuidred and thirty -five 
thousand miles. Such a protuberance 
hurled upward from the earth would al- 
thoet reach the moon! Two hours after 
the whole structure had eollasped aud 
was oulv about eighteen thousiuid miles 
high. Observations like this give . an 
idea of the mighty forces at work in tho 
solar orb, and make observers 'long for 
the time when a satisfactory solution 
may be found for this mysterious petiodi- 
eal solar disturbance, so intimately Con- 
nected with the moteorogical condition 
of the earth. — ProiHdcnrr Journal. 

The "Loving Cup." 

This is the recepe for .the " Lioving 
Cup," which lias for years lieen used at 
the feasts of the Lord Mavorof London. 
Mix of isirt wine two bottles, of sherry 
one, of claret one, and of brandy one 
gill, to which add tho thin, oily i>eel 
of two lemons, and the water "(when 
cooled V-^and reduced from a pint to 
half a pint — in which have been boded 
and therefrom strained of cinnamon, 
cloves and allspice one ounce each.

It is not a mere accident that the 
homes of America are the most comfort- 
able and comforting on earth. Xor are 
these home comforts due simply to me- 
chanical skill or economic judgment. A 
country which has limited the powers of 
its government stimulates society, aud 
highly moral society produces the most 
perfect homes which human eyes ot 
poetic visions can behold.

Health Ordinance. 

De it ordained by the City Council of Hick- 
man, Ky.- 1st. That Chas H. Hackbtt is 
herehv appointed health officer iu and for 
tbe City of Hickman for the ensuing 
twelve months, removable, however, nt 
tbe option of the City Council 

2. That it shall be the duty of said health 
officer to wstcb over the sanitary condi- 
tion of the city, and to carefully guard 
against all causa of disease, to use all 
known measures to prevent tbe introduc- 
tion and spreading of contagious or in- 
fectious diseases, and to perform such 
other duties as tbe Ci'y Couucil may from 
time to time determine, neoessarr to pro- 
mote the health of the inhabitanta of the 
city. 

8. That stagnant water, or other matter 
or substance deleterious to health, shall 
not remain upon any vacant lot or lots, 
and it shall be the duly of the health offi- 
cer to have any sudi water, matter or sub- 
stance removed from such lot or lote by 
the owner or agent of the same; and if 
such water, substance or matter is not 
removed after three days notico to the 
owuer or agent of said lot or lots then Ibo 
health officer may have the same done at 
tbe expense of said own'T or agent, and 
the cost for removal or abatement shall 
I be aasessed against such lot or lots, and 
1 tbe cost thereof be recovered hy warrant 
in tbe City Court of Hickman, and for his 
services in abating or removing such 
water, matter or substance, the health 
officer shall be allowed three dollars per 
day, to be taxed in the cost of abating or 
removal by the City Court of Hiekman, 
and recovered as tbe cost of removal, Ac. 

4. The hea th officer shall have author- 
ity to order the removal, abatement and 
prevention of any and every sanitary 
nuieii"ce in the city of Hickman and spec- 
ify a reasonable lime within which itahall 
be done, and ia the event of the failure of 
the owner, agent or occupant of the prom- 
isee io comply with the or4er of the health 
officer to so remove, abate or prevent any 
sanitary nuisance within the time given, 
he or she shall be liable to a fine in the 
City Conrt of Hickmaa of not leaa than, 
ten nor more than twenty dollars, to be 
recovered by warrant, taken oat by said 
health officer, in the City Court of Hiek- 
man, and for each of said warrants eo 
taken out the health officer shall be allow- 
ed *25 per cent, of what is recovered and 
collected in such case. 

5. It shall not be lawful for any person 
to suffer or permit any decayed vegetable 
or animal matter, slop, trash, dirt, or 
stagnant water to be and remain upon 
their let or premises ia tbe city of Hlok- 
man. and it shall be the duly of the health 
officr after two daya notice if such ia not 
removed or abated, to have warrant iaaued 
from tbe City Conrt of Hickman againat 
tbe persons owning or occupying aaid lot 
or premises, and upon conviction of a 
violation of this ordinance, auch person 
shall be fin 1 by said city eourt not lees 
thin ten nor more than twenty dollar*. 

■6. It Khali not b* lawful for any person 
to perroit any kind of dirt or tilth to ac- 
cumulate, be and remain upon their 
premi°es in their privys, stables, cellars, 
or out houses, or upon their lots, apd if 
tiny person violaies this ordinance they 
shall be fined not less than ten dollars 
nor more than twenty dollars, to be re- 
covered by warrant ia the City Court of 
I Hickman.
